Ignoring ‘Carter, 
Congress Keeps 
Ban on Cuba Aid 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP?, 
—Ignoring President Carter’s ob- 
jections, House-Senate conferees 
announced agreement yesterday 
on 8 $1.6-billion foreign aid au- 
thorization: bil] Prohibiting any 
UTS. aid to Cuba, 

The conferees also kept in the 
bill the prohibition of any U.S. 
ald or reparations payments {to 
Vietnam and Laas. 

Until now the Senate had taken 
mo such stand.. voting only to 
urge tough negotiations with 
Cuba on any proposal to restore 
diplomatic relations. 

‘The compromise now goes back 
to the House and Senate for final 
approval. The restriction against 
US. aid for the three countries 
would be difficult to remove. 

The $1.6 billion is only for U.S. 
economic aid for the fiscal year 
starting Oct. 1. Military aid was 
authorized separately, and a $6.7- 
billion appropriation approved by 
the House last week included $2.5 
billion for the two U.S, aid pro- 
grams.

Carter Halts U.S. Production of B-1 Bombers

WASHINGTON, June 30 (IHT:. 
—President Carter tuday halted 
plans for production of the costly 
B-1 supersonic bomber and or- 
dered deployment of air-launched 
Cruise missiles as an alternative. 
: However, the President told a 
‘White House news conference, the 
B-1 research and development 
Program would continue, in order 
to provide “the needed techni- 
cal base in the unlikely event” 
that other, cheaper weapors 
systems run into difficulties or 
that relations with the Soviet 
Union deteriorate to where de-. 
ployment of the B-1 becomes 
necessaty. 


Mr. Carter said that the deci- 
Sion was one of the most diffi- 
cult he has. had to make and 
involved “weeks studying all as- 
pects of our strategic forces.” 
including “many hours reading 
technical reports, getting advice 
trom specialists on both sides” 
and analyzing “the ultimate costs 


. of weapons systems.” 


The President emphasized 
that even without the B-L. “we 
will continue to have an effec- 
tive and flexible strategic force 
With capability fully sufficient 
for our national defense.” 


One of the major factors in. 


Mr. Carter's decision to bait B-3 
deployment was “the recent evo- 
lution. of the Cruise missile as 
an effective weapon itself.” The 
President said that the evolution 
of the Cruise missile had been 
instrumental in convincing De- 
fense Secretary Harold Brown 
that the B-1 was mot necessary. 
Other Reasons 

Other factors cited by the Pres- 
ident included the éontinued abil- 
ity to use 5.53 bombers well into 
the 1980s and “the belief on my 
part that our defense capability 
using submarinelaunched mis- 
siles, intercontinental ballistic 
missiles combined with the B-52- 
Cruise missile combination is 
adequate.” 

‘The Cruise missile is, in efiect, 
an unmanned subsonic jet sir- 


eraft which can be launched from . 


a submarine, a land-based site or 
an aircraft. It can carry a 
Duclear warhead intercontinental 
distances and flies at altitudes 
too low for radar detection. 

The President said that the B-1 
was “a Very expensive weapons 
system basically conceived in ab- 
sence of the Cruise missile factor 
and is not now necessary.” 

The lugh cost of the ἘΠῚ has 
been one of the factors operating 
most strongly against production 


of the system. The esumated 
cost of more than $100 million 
per bomber would make the B-1 
the most expensive plane ever 
built. ‘Tne estimated overall cost 
of the program has reached as 
high as $100 billion for ¢evel- 
cpinz and maintaining the fleet 
of 234 bombers requested by the 
Air Force. 

The President expressed the 
hope that Caneress would support 
his decision, v-hich came as some- 


thing of a surprise. House and 
Senate supporters of the B-1, at- 
ter a meeting with Mr. Carter 
yesterday, had expressed optimism 
that at least a small fleet of the 
bombers would be built. 

Only bous after the Carter 
announcement, the House ap- 
proved and sent to the Senate a 
$110.1-billion defense appropria- 
tions bill, which included $19 
bition for the bomber. On Tues- 
day the House voted to include 


the money for five B-ls in the 
measure. Congressional sources 
predicted a Senate fight over 
whether to delete the fumds. and 
members of Congress began ex- 
pressing surprise and dismay 
about the Carter decision. 

In answer to questions, Xr. 
Carter said that while the halt 
in production of the B-1 might 
be considered by the Soviet 
Union as ἃ signal in the SALT

U.S. Study 


WASHINGTON, Jume 30 (AP). 
—A substantial bolstering of U.S. 
defense forces in the Atlantic is 
needed to counter 8, Soviet threat 
to U.S. control of vital sea lanes 
in the event of war in Europe, 
8. new congressionel study says. 

‘The study by the Congressional 
Budget Office, released today, 
said that action must be taken 
to offses ihe short-range threat 
of Soviet air attack and the 
longer-range, threat of undersea 
strikes against allied shipping and 
supply convoys. 

In ἃ report to the Senate Bucl- 
get. Committee. congressional re- 
searchers estimated that it could 
cost at least $10 billion to shore 
up the Atlantic defense establish- 
mient. 

They said that U.S. warning 
and defense forces in Iceland 
were limited to three old patrol 
aircraft. some outmoded F-3 in- 
tercepiors and one racar station. 
Another radar station was ὅπ 
stroved in a storm some years 
ago and uever replaced. 

“tt is surprising that the North 
Avlantic defenses are so Impor- 
tant but stem to set so few 
resources,” said a source.

Psychological Profile Called Basis

WASHINGTON, June 30 
(NYT).—A former Army chaplain 
testified yesterday that Pvt. Eddie 
Siovik, the only U.S. soldier to 
be executed for desertion i this 
century, had come from ἃ group 
of six deserters being considered 
for execution, and that Pvt. 
Slovik was chosen on the basis 
of his psychological profile. 

Rabbi David Eichhorn, 71, of

Eichhorn, who decided on the 
psychological examinations of the 
six. 

Rabbi Eichhorn said that he 
did not know how the six were 
chosen, although all had records 
as two-time deserters. After an 
execution was deemed 
a5 ἃ warning to others, Rabbi 
Hichhorn said, “Chey combed the 
military prisons.” 

Prt. Slovik’s case gained wide 
attention in 1954, when William 
Bradford Huie wrote a book about 
it.

S. Africans Resent U.S. Demands

JOHANNESBURG. June 30 
OWP'.—Groving U.S. government 
Pressure for radical changes in 
South Africas racial policies is 
creating a rightist white back- 
Jash that is complicating the 
Very reform process it is attempt- 
ing to stimulate. according to 
Afrikaner liberals. 

The groundswell reaction has 
become so strong that even the 
Afrikaner verligte fenlizhtened: 
wing of the ruling National party 
is beimg forced rightward to take 
up white South Africa's defense 
against U.S. demands for black 
majority rule. 

The backlash comes at a deli- 
cale time in National party pali- 
ties. The party's verligte wing 
is attempting to convince the 
majority verkrampte ‘arch-con- 
Servative> faction to abandon the 
policy of apartheid. or strict ra- 
cial segregation and to accept 
the establishment of a confede- 
ration in which all races would 
share in decision-making at the 
national level. 

“The strategy of the United 
States can be counterproductive.” 
warned Cas de Villiers. director 
of the Foreign Affairs Associa- 
tion, an organization of the ver- 
ligte wing of the government. 
“If America really wants change 
it should heed to a delicate bai- 
Snce berween the carrot and stick.” 

Bard Pressed 

So far, he imdicated. it has 
been all stick, and neither the 
United States nor any other 
country bas given South Africa 
many public credit for even the 
few changes that have been in- 
troduced.

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When Free Trade Hurts 


International trade benefits the United 
States and its trading partners. Free trade, 
mnfettered by tariffs or quotas or other tn- 
terventions. allows each country to spectal- 
ize in goods lt produces most cheaply, there- 
py increasing the income of all. That's what 
the textbooks say and, for the most part, 
they are right. ᾿ 

But what is the United States to do when 
its open trade policy promises to destroy the 
Hvelihood of hundreds of thousands of 
Americans? That question has become par~ 
ticularly acute because many of the jobs 
now threatened by imports are held by the 
working poor in the shoe, garment and other 
light manufacturing industries. These are 
the workers least able to bear long periods 
of unemployment or to fend for themselves 
in the job market. Moreover, their em- 
ployers are frequently the largest businesses 
in small towns. leaving entire communities 
vulnerable to destruction by imported goods.

- What comfort do free traders have to offer 
these victims of imports? The Trade Act of 
1974 provides “adjustment assistance” — 
eombining higher and ionger-lasting un- 
employment benefits to workers and subsi- 
dized loans for conversion and modernization 
to businesses. But the scale of this aid has 
been so modest—and its distribution so en- 
cumbered by red tape—that labor has rightly 
dubbed it “burial insurance.” The unions 
propose instead to save jobs by limiting 
imports. τ 

The Carter administration has done pre~- 
eisely that by negotiating temporary ceilings 
on the importation of shoes from Taiwan 
and South Korea. The administration 15 also 
considering a freeze on the 30-per-cent share 
held by imported textiles and clothing in the 
US. market under existing agreements. 

The sad fact is that free-trade advocates 
have no realistic and ready alternatives to 
propose. So they must reluctantly recognize 
some value in these “orderly marketing 
agreements"—at least where they serve to 
protect relatively low-paid and low-skilled 


workers for whom no new trades can easily 
be found. And politically they relieve the 
pressure for harsher measures of trade pro- 
tection, such as permanent and indiscrim- 
inate tariffs or quotas, which would raise 
profits and wages in domestic industries that 
are perfectly able to take cate of themselves. 

It ought to be recognized, however. tr’' 
both the political and economic costs cf such 
marketing agreements will he considerable. 
The industries that are most vulnerable to 
imports—shoes and clothing—will need even 
more protection in the future, not less. Per- 
manent protection would simultaneously 
deprive U.S. consumers of less expensive 


goods and the pooter nations of the oppor-- 
tunity to grow through trade with the rich.” 


And eventvally it will be difficult to offer 
wnending protection to the neediest indus- 
tries while denying it to the giant steel and 
automobile companies.

Administration economists are just begin- 
ning to think seriously about a more realistic 
program of trade adjustment assistance. 
They propose, to begin with. an experiment 
im the shoe industry, combining substantial 
unemployment benefits and offers of public 
employment with measures designed to wean

, Gustries. These measures will include large 


guaranteed loans to pay for more efficient 
equipment in ezisting plants and tax incen- 
tives to attract new kinds of industry to 
troubled regions. 

But the federal government has a poor 
record of providing useful public jobs and 
administering business-loan programs. ‘This 
record of disappointment counsels caution 
and careful planning. But it cannot justify 
resignation to protectionism on the one 
hand. or the abandonment of workers and 
communities to the harsh discipline of the 
free market, on the other. Adjustment as- 
sistance represents the best hope of making 
free trade work. It is worth a heroic effort.

Racine’s ‘fF hédre’ in Classic Setting

pass, June 30 ‘JHT).—The 
300th anniversary of Racine’s 
“Phédre"” was celebrated this 
week in a performance that was 
the crowning event of the Fes- 
tival of Versailles, 

The play was first acted on 
Jan. 1, 1677. in the Théatre de 
THétel de Bourgogne, and a few 
days later it was performed he- 
fore Louis XIV ang Madame de 
Montespan. 

The present revival has an in- 
comparable setting—with the col- 
onnade of the Grand Trianon, no 
additional decor is necessary to 
evoke the clasme palace of antiq- 
uity in which it transpires. 

Marcelle Tassencourt and 
Thierry Maulnier with their sim- 
ple direction lend a primitive 
purity to the great author's last 
work for the professional stage. 
Afterward. Racine, coaxed by 
Madame de Maintenon, wrote two 
more plays—“Esther" and “Ath2- 
Ne"—out these were for private 
performance by the young ladies 
of the Saint-Cyr Academy. 


The “Phédre” of Racine differs 
from its Greek source in con- 
centrating Jess on inexorable des- 
tiny than in depicting thwarted 
sexual desire. Phédre, wife of 
Theseus, king of Athens, is ob- 
Sessed by her secret love for her 
stepson, Hippolytus, Theseus's 
child by his first wife, the queen 
of the Amazons. It is her repress- 
ed erotic mania rather than blind 
fate that motivates the develop- 
ment of the tragedy and carries 
it to its climax. In its profound 
probing of its heroine's psychol~ 
Ogy, the Racine version has few 
equals in the history of drama. 


At the Grand Trianon it is 
most impressive pictorially. the 
darkening gardens in the back- 
ground and Theseus's arrival in 
the glow of torches illustrating 
its varied moods. Nita Klein ap- 
pears a bit too youthful for the 
Tole of the libidinous stepmother 
and bas not the command for 
suck a challenging assignment, 
but the part carries ber with 
its majestic sweep, Jean-Claude 
Drouot, one of the outstanding 
and most versatile French actors 
of his generation, is a handsome 
Hippolytus and renders his limes 
Dobly, Maria Meriko is the cun-

Kissinger Takes Swipe at Business 


By Leonard Silk 


NEW YORK. June 30 (NYT).—As the Marxists 
see it, business and government in capitalist 
countries work in close harmony, with business 
calling the tune. But that is not the way Heuory 
Kissinger sees it, based on his experience as 
secretary of state. 

“Business .has Do perception of its long-range 
interests.” Mr. Kissinger told a group of high- 
level business éxecutives meeting yesterday in 
a seminar staged by Georgetown University's 
Center for Strategic and Ynternational Studies. 
Mr. Kissger has become a professor at George- 
town. 

He accused busimess of beng extremely 
shortsighted and contradictory in its attitudes 
toward government. “When a business gets into 
deep’ trouble abroad,” he said, “it sends its lob- 
byists around.” “He charged that businessmen 
were always looking for solutions that would pay 
Labor, he added, was “far more 


Mr. Kissinger asserted that business did not 
tmderstand how to influence the long-term polit- 
ical environment im which {t must operate, 
"κυ σα ἢν." be said. “I saw business when it was 
already so far behind the power curve there 
was nothing to do.” 

Apparently enjoying his freedom as a private 
-eltizen to speak out candidly and critically, Mr. 
Kissinger chided business for thinking It was 
“smart politics” to placate a host government and 
mot to ask for help from its own government 
untll it was already deeply in trouble." 

But then, when the U.S. government came 
to business's rescue, Mr. Kissinger said. and the 
host government responded to official pressures. 
the businessman characteristically “took the first 
windfall and ram” Mr. Kissinger said that 
businessmen were usually concerned only with 
the “limited issue of compensation.” When the 
U.S. government remonstrated with business. 
said the former secretary of state, the business 
executive would often. shout, “free enterprise"— 


‘and tell the government official, “It's none of 
your business.” 


Mr. Kissinger feels that business is so short- 
sighted, even on such fundamental] issues as the 
law of the sea. as to “work against its own 
interests." However. his sharp criticism of busi- 
ness did not go unanswered. Nathaniel Samuels. 
chairman of the Louis Drerfus holding company, 
a director of Euhn. Loeb & Co. and 2a former 
under secretary; of state for economic affairs, 
disagreed with Mr. Kissinger. “The question of 
business-government relations.” Mr. Samuels said. 
“ts not which is at fault but what is deficient 
on both sides.” 

The reason business does not come in scon 
enough io discuss developments with covernment 
Officials, he held, is that this would often be “an 
invitation to trouble.” He added: “You stay 
away as long as rou can,” Mr. Samuels said 
there was frequentiy “a lack of perception by 
government of its role.” He implied a frequent 
tendency on the part of government officials to 
overstep their proper limits, failmg to recognize 
the urgency and complexity of many business 
problems that business itself could best, handle. 

Mr, Samuels also criticized government for its 
failure to deal wisely, and bargain sensibly, with 
businessmen who came to seek special help from 
government. Businesses these days, he said, are 
often seeking help on trade—through “volumtary" 
quota agreements with foreign governments. 
provisions for “orderly” marketing by foreign 
competitors and other forms of “subtle beggar- 
my-neighbor” actions, This, he added, had al- 
ready happened in steel. shoes and textiles. and 
night happen in many other industries. 

When the U.S. government agrees to lend its 
helr under the pressure of economic and political 
conditions, Mr. Samuels said. it should ask the 
businesses concerned what they will do to deal 
with their basic problems, Jest there be too 
serious 2 deviation by this country from liberal 
trade principles, 

“Bow will business make itself competitive? Or 
will it phase out an uncompetitive activity?” 
Mr. Samuels asked, “Government does not ask 
these questions."

The Library of Congress Surplus 
Not the Boon That It Used to Be 


Wasa ‘ASHINGTON CWP).—The Library of Congress disiributes 
about 1 million surplus books every year to schools, 
Ubraries acd public agencies around the United States. With 
book prices zooming, the free program is 8, considerable boon 
to those budget-starved institutions. 

‘But # ts not quite the boon it might be, because members 
of Congress have decreed that they, too. are entitled to the 
free books, And Congress has established a priority system 
that lets its members take their pick before the books are 
made available to schools and libraries. 

Labrary of Congress officials say about half the members 
of Congress draw regularly from the ever-changing surplus 
stacks. 

Nathan Einhorn, an amiable, white-haired biblophile . who 
runs the Library of Congress's exchange and gift division, said 
Rep. Charles Carney, who once took more than 1,000 volumes ᾿ 
from the surplus stacks in one day, is the champion congres- 
sional recipient of the free books. 

But. Binhorn said, more than 250 members of Congress 
take advantage of the surplus arrangement, as do. officials 
from other federal agencies. Hinborn noted with 2 chuckle
